JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 1. — 
Gov. Forrest C. Donnell last night 
vetoed $2,400,000 of a legislative 
appropriation of three million dol- 
lars for partial restoration of a 
4941 cut of 30 per cent in old-age 
pensions and slashed another $457,- 
sig in deficiency items from two 
other bills passed in the recent 
special session of the Legislature. 

In these cuts the Governor ad- 
hered to his position against the 
validity of deficiencies by State 
departments and trimmed the ap- 
propriations almost to the level of 
his recommendations when he con- 
vened the special session last Nov. 
4 to provide more funds for gov- 
rnmental operations for the rest 
of the year. 

He had recommended $600,000 
for restoration of old-age pension 
cuts for November and December 
only and stuck to that figure. He 
recommended no deficiency items 
and no funds for operations before 
last month. 

More Than Half of Sums Vetoed. 

Of the $5,203,469 in appropria- 
tions passed in the special session, 
the Governor has vetoed $2,867,816 
and approved $2,335,653. The total 
approved is only $49,629 greater 

n Donnell had recommended for 

purposes involved. 

The Governor also vetoed a con- 
ditional appropriation of three mil- 
lion dollars of Federal funds to- 
ward the proposed restoration of 
the pension cut. back to July, 1941. 
This would have authorized the 
State to expend such Federal 
money only if the Federal Govern- 
ment made the necessary grants 
to match the proposed State ap- 
propriation. It had not been an- 
ticipated that the Federal Govern- 
ment would match the proposed 
retroactive payments. — 

Donnell's veto disposed of th 
last of the 11 bills sent to him by 
the Legislature. One of his rec- 
ommendations, for $250,000 for re- 


date of the bills, when approved, 
and the end of this year. 


The Legislature’ ignored this 
‘move to prevent appropriations for 
deficiencies previously incurred, 
contending the Governor could not 
impose such a limitation. But the 
Legislature was thwarted by Don- 
mell’s use of his veto power. 

In vetoing $2,400,000 of the three 
millidn for old-age pension cut 
restorations, the Governor said that 
in his opinion $600,000 was suffi- 
cient for the period between the 
effective date of the bill and the 
end of the year. It w&s said that 
signing of the bill on the last day 
of November would permit use of 
the $600,000 for pension cut restor- 
ations for November and Decem- 
ber, under terms of the law. 

The $600,000 of additional funds 
for pensions in the two months 
will be matched by an equal 
amount of Federal funds avail- 
able under an existing appropri- 
ation. The Governor, in vetoing 
the conditional appropriation of 
three million dollars of additional 
Federal funds, if granted, said suf- 
ficient Federal funds were avail- 
able to ‘match the State funds ap- 
proved. 7 

Fension checks for November 
were issued before the special ses- 
sion opened last Nov. 4. The ses- 
sion ended last Saturday night. 

$19.66 December Pensions. 

The Social Security Department 
hustled December's .pension checks 
into the mails today, averaging 
$19.66 aaginst the previous level 
of $13.82. The number of recipients 
and total gratns for December in- 
cluded: St. Louis City, 12,856 and 
$301,690; St. Louis County, 2102 and 
$44,458. November's restoration of 
the pension cut, payments averag- 
ing between $5 and $6 each, will be 
made later.

‘Vetoes in Fund Bill. . 

The Governor, in signing a mis- 
cellaneous fund bill last night, ap-’ 
proved only $3000 for the State: 
Board of Registration for Archi- 
tects and Professional Engineers, 
instead of the $30,393 appropriated, 
and approved enly $4050 for the 
Missouri Real Estate Commission, 
instead of the $18,300 voted by the 
Legislature. The amounts approved 
cover the rest of the year and the 
vetoes covered past deficiencies.

ALLIES THREATEN 
AXIS ESCAPE ROUTE 


LONDON, Dec. 1 (AP).—British 
and American columns, striking 
across Tunisia under skies being 
rapidly cleared of the enemy air 
force, steadily are lengthening two 
wedges aimed at separating Axis 
forces in Tunis and Bizerte and 
cutting them off from their last 
land route to Tripoli, it was an- 
nounced at Allied headquarters in 
North Africa. 

One British and American force 
was reported today to be pushing 
close to the coast, only a few miles 
short of its goal of severing the 
last highway communication left 
to the enemy garrisons at Bizerte 
and Tunis. 

Another force is plunging toward 
the coast farther to the south 
in a race to seize the Tunis-Tripoli 
road skirting the Mediterranean 
shore in East Central Tunisia. 

’Chutists Seize Airfield. 

As the ground forces threaded 
their way through a maze Of Ger- 
man-laid mines, British parachute 
troops floated down yesterday and 
seized a small airfield in the Tunis 
region without opposition, military 
sources in Algeria said. The field 
is expected to be of great value in 
supplying forward troops. 

Allied air strength is mounting 
hourly, it was reported authori- 
tatively. 

Despite the growing Allied com- 
mand of the air, this source, who 
could not be identified by name, 
stressed that much bitter fighting 
still is expected before the Ger- 
mans and Italians finally are

Reading at times from corpora- 
tion records, a witness yesterday 
described the device by which the 
book value of certain properties 
was arbitrarily increased $17,440,935 
in order to make the “assets” bal- 
ance the capital liabilities of 50 
million dollars, half in bonds and 
half in common stock. | 

The witness was Carl E. Lut- 
tring, an accountant for the Fed- 
eral Power Commission, who has 
spent 18 months examining the 
books and records of the Cities 
Service Gas Co., which is the nat- 
ural gas wholesaling subsidiary of 
the Cities Service Co. 

‘ $7,564,000 in “Intangibles.” 

Luttring, formerly an executive 
of the Central States Edison Com- 
pany said that there was an ad- 
ditional write-up of $7,564,062, rep- 
resented by an item of “intangi- 
bles,” making tota} inflation of 
$25,004,997 in the Cities Service 
Gas Co., as it stood Dec. 1, 1926, 
when it began operations as a con- 
solidation of several other natural 
gas companies, 

Actual value of the physical 
properties devoted to gas service 
by the new company was $24,360,- 
839, Luttring said. Since this was 

less than the $25,000,000 in bonds 
sold by the company, Attorney 
Lambert McAllister of the Federal 
Power Commissicn described the 
so-called equity of the holders of 
the $25,000,000 in common stock— 
in this instance, the parent hold- 
ing company—as being worth less 
than nothing. 

“And yet from less than the 
proverbial shoestring,” McAllister 
asserted in his opening statement, 
“the holding company has exacted 


nearly 59 million dollars in divi-, 


dends and other profits by exces- 
sive and unlawful rates to con- 
sumers.”

An exhibit prepared for the com- 
mission by Kenneth L. Smith, its 
assistant chief accountant, fixed 
the gas company’s net utility in- 
come, or return, for the year 1941 
at $8,065,252, taking into account 
the elimination of certain items 
held to be not properly charge- 
able as operating expenses. 

A return of 6% per cent, the ex- 
hibit set out, would entitle the com- 
pany to a net income of only $2,- 


789,387, assuming the fair rate base 
to be that asserted by the com- 
mission’s accountants.

Does the world not see that 
France has ‘fallen for the second 
time—and fallen in the second act, 
exactly as she fell in the first? 
But the Second Fall is worse 
than the first. For the first 
occurred in a moment of despair; 
the second in a moment of hope. 
The repetition indicates a compul- 
sion in this character to act as it 
does to be incapable of decision, 
and when confronted by the abso- 
lute necessity of decision, to com- 
mit suicide.

Self-Seeking Policy. 
INCE June, 1940, the French 
fleet has been free to leave 
Toulon. It has been free to join 
the forces of De Gaulle, the life- 
worshipper, and not the death- 
lover. 
For two and a half years, this 
fleet under Admiral Darlan, has 
been speculating according to va- 
rious considerations: the consider- 
ation of France herself: Can we, by 
neutralizing ourselves, save.a cor- 
ner of France from occupation? 
The consideration of the offi- 
ters of the fleet, who regarded the 
ships, not as an instrument of 
the Republic and people of France, 
who built them, and to whom they 
belonged, but as their own person- 
al property. Their policy was not 
to expose this property to the per- 
ils of war, but to hold it as an in- 
strument of personal power and 
for bargaining purposes in the: mo- 
ment of peace—no matter who 
might win the war.

A Defense of Rationing. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


HAT sort of Americans did we elect 


and send to Congress? 

After a big how-de-do over gas ration- 
ing and blustering about passing a law 
to prevent its going into effect, they now 
say, since Mr. Roosevelt flatly stated it 
would go through, that they are going to 
get rid of Leon Henderson. If they can’t 
get rid of him any other way, they will 
refuse appropriations to the OPA. 

Someone said: “The war can be lost in 
Washington.” Well, it’s a cinch it isn’t 
‘being won there. When this war is final- 
ly won, Congress had better not ever 
mention to any of our men “over there” 
that they were in Washington at this 
time. 

Gas rationing will hurt some of us. 
Maybe it won’t accomplish its purpose— 
conserving rubber. Personally, I don’t 
believe it will. 

But maybe after a trial, OPA will rem- 
edy some of the mistakes. Give more 
gas per coupon, etc. Anyway, Congress 
should give the plan a trial. 3 

When sugar rationing came in, people 
howled. Now they find that in most cases 
they get more than they need. My wife 
and I didn’t use stamps 6 or 7, and 
we did not get our canning allowance 
of 10 pounds. We didn’t need it, so we 
didn’t buy it. 

Now people are screaming about cof- 
fee. I heard a woman raising Cain in a 
store because she couldn’t get bananas. 
Can’t people realize there’s a war on, that 
our fellowmen are out over the horizon, 
dying in battle, starving in filthy Jap 
prisons, for us, and we gripe about such 
non-essentials as coffee and bananas?

BLUE PENCILS ACROSS THE SEA. 
The question of censoring expressions of opinion 
from’ correspondents’ dispatches came up about two 


months ago, when English news writers in this: 


country complained that our officials were cutting 
out their references to American sentiment on Brit- 
ish policies in India. Since American censors modi- 
fied their stand on this subject, little was heard of 
such restrictions for some time. 

Now, however, there are new complaints along 
the same line. George Weller, in a radio message 
from Australia, reports that American correspond- 
ents in that part of the world were seridusly dis- 
turbed by a dispatch from the New York repre- 
sentative of the London Sunday "Dispatch charging 
that reports on American opinion were being sup- 
pressed. American writers abroad thus have lost 
a strong argument for persuading officials to let 
them send full reports, Mr, Weller says. Our cor- 
respondents can no longer say that foreign corre- 
spondents in the United States have j/complete lib- 
erty in such matters, and so other cduntries shoul 
reciprocate. \ 

In the London Dispatch article, its American cor- 
respondent charged that British readers are ‘not 
getting the whole truth on American affairs “be- 
cause of the United States censors’ gag.” The cor- 
respondent, Don Iddon, said: 

There have been, many important develop- 
ments here that have appeared in the American 
press and have been read by millions of people 
which we have not been allowed to send to Eng- 
land, There have been criticisms of the war 
effort made publicly here in the press and over 
the radio which you have not heard about be- 
cause American censorship has stopped us from 
reporting them. " 

The British seem to have adopted the same policy. 
Correspondent Raymond Daniell reported to the New 
York Times the other day: 

It is becoming more difficult all the time for 
a conscientious journalist to interpret the think- 
ing of this country fo newspaper readers of his 
own country, largely because the powers on both 
sides of the Atlantic have decided that the best 
way to prevent Nazi propaganda from succeed- 
ing in its aim of dividing the Allies is to reduce 
open and honest criticism to the level of a whis- 
pering campaign... . 

American readers of newspapers today are not 
getting as complete a picture of what is hap- 
pening here among the exiled governments and 
within them, or, for that matter, of British re- 
actions to American political developments, as 
they did, say, a couple of years ago. 

, If anything is going’ to create friction between the 
two English-speaking allies, it will not be full re- 
porting of opinion—both peoples are accustomed to 
that at home, and can take it—but the feeling by 
each that comment from the other side of the At- 
lantic is being suppressed. Of course, correspond- 
ents need not report the utterances of irresponsible 
crackpots, but the public statements of officials and 
distinguished citizens on an ally’s policies ought 
to be made known to the other country. 

Since the tabooed statements have already been 
circulated at-home by press and radio, Axis propa- 
gandists know all about them? anyway. Nobody is 
being kept in the dark but the British or the Ameri- 
cans, as the case may be.

HARRY BRIDGES AND THE SHIPLOADING CHARGES. 

Harry Bridges, fiery .leader of the West coast 
longshoremen, and Joseph Curran, tough boss of 
the National Maritime (sailors’) Union, recently 
emphatically renewed their charges that “chaotic” 
shiploading methods on the East coast are seriously 
handicapping the war effort. For several months, 
there have been what the New York Times refers to 
as “persistent rumors along the entire Atlantic sea- 
board of inefficiency and deliberately bad stowage 
of lease-lend cargoes.” * 

Apparently incensed by the charges and rumors, 
Joseph P. Ryan, president of the East Coast’s AFL 
International Longshoremen’s Association, has is- 
sued a statement asking the War Shipping Adminis- 
tration and the Maritime Commission to investigate 
at once. He charges that Bridges and Curran are 


engaging in “political cannonading” to drive him, 


out and allow them to reorganize the longshoremen 
under the CIO, and also to obtain removal of Admiral 
Land, chairman of the Maritime Commission, who 
recently made some remarks in favor of “shooting” 
certain “organizers.” 5 |

“Each has its shortcomings, but 
each is vastly superior to inac- 
tion,” he said.

sue at stake is to make a choice 
and to make it now.... . 

“It would be highly unrealistic to 
rely on taxation along traditional 
lines to absorb the entire excess 
of civilian spénding which threat- 
ens inflation, 


“Unaided by other fiscal meas- 
ures, personal taxes would have to 
be increased by more than 20 Dbil- 
lion dollars to complete the absorp- 
tion of 40 billion dollars of excess 
spending power.” 

Paul defined compulsory lending 
as a “legal obligation to lend to 
the Government an amount equal- 
ing a specified fraction of income, 
expenditure or other base.” 

Compulsory saving, he said, 
“tells people outright how much 
they can spend out of a given in- 
come.” 


Expenditure rationing, Paul ex- 
plained, “limits total consumer 
spending by fixing the maximum 
amount that every family or indi- 
vidual is allowed to spend on ra- 
tioned goods.” 

Expenditure taxation was de- 
fined by Paul as “a tax imposed on 
expenditure for consumer goods 
and services; not imposed on in- 
flation. Without imposing irk- 
come received and specifically ex- 
empting income saved. . 

Paul added that “expenditure 
taxation is particularly well adapt- 
ed to the job of coping with in- 
some administrative controls, and 
without itself requiring elaborate 
administrative machinery, it can 
dractically cut spending and can 
distribute that cut equitably.” :

Grenades to Wipe Out 
Machine-gun Nests, 
Near Casablanca. 


How the Americans cleaned out 
@ machine-gun nest near Casa- 


blanca under a hail of bullets was 
related by Pvt. Robert McNutt, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Ralston 
McNutt of 5021 Leona street, one 
of the first contingent of 115 mem- 
bers of the North African expedi- 
tion wounded in action to be re- 
turned to this country. * 
McNutt, who fought with the 
group which silenced the machine 
guns until a sniper’s bullet struck 
him in the chest, was one of 11 of 
the less seriously wounded to be 


pital, Washington, by War Depart- 
ment press officers. 
First, however, he sent his fam- 


card by a friend: “Feeling fine; 
hope to be home for Christmas.” 

Telling of the action near Casa- 
blanca, McNutt, one of the first 
to land on a beachhead, said his 
detachment scrambled through the 
surf and pushed on under fire 
from snipers and machine-gun 
nests hidden in the fields. Finally, 
after a day’s march inland, they 
dug in under shell and machine- 
gun fire. It was detided to wipe 
out the machine-gun nests with 
hand grenades. 

“The boys sneaked up to within 
30 yards of the machine guns,” 
McNutt said, fand then let ’em 
have it with hand grenades,” 

McNutt, whose father is a pa-| 
trolman attached to Central Dis- 
trict, didn’t disclose at first that 
he was one of the group throwing 
hand grenades until the sniper’s 
bullet stopped him, He was home 
on furlough two months ago from 
a Virginia camp before going over- 
seas, The card received from him 
yesterday was the first direct 
word the family had had since. 
He enlisted three years ago. 

French Kind to U. 8. Wounded. 

Accounts of French who fought 
savagely, then carried the wounded 
to their own hospitals and treated 
them with lavish kindness, were 
related by other members of the 
group suffering minor wounds in 
action. They told, too, of Arabs 
who promenaded on the beaches 
with complete indifference to the 
fighting around them, or cadged 
cigarettes and candy bars from 
the Americans, ) 

Corp. Herven La Rochelle of 
Hartford, Conn., who received a 
machine gun wound, told of fast 
action at Safi, in French Morrocco. 

“We were told to take a beach- 
head and hold it,” La Rochelle 
said. “We did. We were about 
7 yards from shore when they 
opened up on us. Artillery, ma- 
chine guns, rifles—they threw it 
all at us. But. ships were taking 
care of the shore batteries and 
they did their job, too.” 

La Rochelle, who said the ma- 
chine-gun bullet that hit him felt 
“like being hit with a 20-pound 
sledge,” was of the opinion the 
French could have used their ma- 
chine guns more effectively, killing 
rather than wounding the attack- 
ers. 

A graphic account of a landing 
near Casablanca was given by Pvt. 
Nicholas Lastokein of Fredericks- 
burg, O., who suffered a shrapnel 
wound in the leg while leading his 
squad in a charge over a hill. 

“We sure had a good time on the 
trip over,” Lastokein said, “with 
cards and music, nobody worrying 
about anything. The morning when 
we pulled off shore we saw a war- 
ship firing. \ 

“We got our equipment in a 
landing boat and started over. No- 
body took it hard. It was just like 
another maneuver. Then a shell 
from the fort hit the water close 
to us. The cox’n told us to brace 
ourselves, and a minute later we 
hit bottom. We lowered the end 
gate and rushed out through about 
30 yards of surf. 

“Scared for a Moment.” 

“A shell burst scared me for a 
moment. They my Corporal went 
ahead and told me to take charge

The Weather 
Bureau classifies smoke as thick

and one-quarter miles.

FARM WAR EAL | 


TOBRNGPEMALT 


Set for Under-Produc- 
tion. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 (AP).— 
Stressing a need for meeting war 
crop goals, the Department of Ag- 
riculture announced that 
farmers who fail to achieve their 
production allotments next year 
would be penalized by stiff deduc- 
tions from their Federal crop sub- 


The department said that 1943 
Agricultural Adjustment Agency 
payments would be designed to 
help get full production of the kind 
of crops needed and that all crop 
payments would be contingent on 
the degree to which a farmer meets 
his goal. 

The department said failure of 
farmers to plant at least 90 per 
cent of their allotments for corn, 
cotton, peanuts, rice, tobacco and 
wheat would result in payment de- 
ductions a a rate five times the 
rate of payment. 

Thus, it was explained, a farm- 
er’s crop subsidy would be wiped 
out should he plant only 70 per 
cent of his allotment. Under cer- 
tain conditions, however, the de- 
partment added, farmers will be 
able to substitute special war crops 
or designated feed crops for their 
allotment crops and «still remain 
in compliance. 

On the other hand, growers of 
these basic crops will be penalized 
at a rate 10 times the compliance 
rate of overplanting cotton, tobac- 
co and wheat, as the 1943 allot- 
ments indicate the maximum pro- 
duction needed. The deduction for 
excess corn acreage will be at the 
- game rate, except it will be limited 
to the corn payment alone unless 
the acreage of corn on the farm 
exceeds the usual acreage. 
| There will be no deduction for 

over-planting peanuts and rice, as 
these are considered vital “war 
crops, nor will AAA soi] conserva- 
tion payments be affected. 

“The farm plans will be a virtual 
blueprint of intended 1943 produc- 
tion,” the department said, “and 
will be worked out by each farmer 
with the assistance of AAA com- 
mitteemen.” 

State production goals for spe- 
cial war crops are now being 
studied at regional meetings at 
Denver, Chicago, Memphis and 
New York. These state, figures 
will be broken down to county 
goals by state farm war boards 
and will be distributed among the 
farms by county war boards. 

The department said the goals 
would be distributed on the basis’ 
of adaptability of soil, availability 
of crop land, equipment and labor, 
past and production of: war 
crops, and other related factors. 

The 1943 wheat allotm has 
been set at 55,000,000 cotton 
at 27,400,000 ahd corn at 43,423,000, 
but farmers have been urged to 
shift wheat and cotton acreage 
where possible into war crops to 
achieve a national goal of 52,500,000

has taken its place at the head of 
the column. 


Industrial Progress. 

In the early 1930’s, Peru, like 
other countries, suffered revolu- 
tion, unemployment and poverty. 
But she finally settled down, estab- 
lished order and went to work. 
When war burst upon the world 
she had made tremendous strides 
in the development of new indus- 
tries and new business enterprises. 
Even today the streets of Lima 
are still full of automobiles, At 
rush hours there are traffic jams. 
Bright lights blaze through the 
night. The war is beginning to be 
felt in all walks of life, but much 
less so than in the other countries 
of the continent. 

Peru is fortunate in that it has 
a great variety of resources. Ex- 
cept for Venezuela and Colombia, 
it is the leading oil country of 
South America, There ;is , still 
plenty of gasoline and fuel oil to 
keep transportation and industry 
going, although there is a shortage 
of tankers and other sea trans- 
portation from the northern oil 
fields. Some of the world’s great- 
est copper mines are located in 
Peru. She has tungsten, vanadium 
and other strategic minerals which 
the United States needs. Peruvian 
long staple cotton is famous the 
world over. Sugar is a major crop. 

But Peru is rapidly developing 
still other enterprises, and the war 
has stepped up the pace of their 
development. Her large deposits 
of iron ore have hardly been 
tapped. Now, with the help of 
credits from the United States 
Export-Import Bank, a large steel 
plant. is to be constructed. Ap- 
parently Peru possesses the largest 
coal deposits on the continent. Ac- 
cording to one authority, more 
than a billion tons are available. 

Geographical handicaps, which 
probably surpass those of any other 
country in the hemisphere, are be- 
ing overcome, «Along her Pacific 
shores nothing grows in Peru with- 
out irrigation—not even a sprig of 
grass in the spacious parks of

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 1.—Illi- 
nois Iowa Power Co., former sub- 


sidiary of North American Light 


& Power Co., continued today its 
presentation, before the Securities 


and Exchange Commission, of 
claims exceeding $20,000,000 against 
North American and against Iili- 
nois Traction Co., another former 
subsidiary of North American, 

The SEC reserved decision, at 
the opening session of the hearing 
yesterday, on a motion of North 
American to dismiss the claim 
against it. The commission said. it 
would hear the case of [Illinois 
Iowa, which charges domination 
and milking by North American. 

At the opening session yester- 
day of the hearing before Exam- 
iner William W. Swift, attorneys 
for North American L. & P. and 
for its parent holding corporation, 
the $2,300,000,000 North American 
Co., attacked: the claims of Illinois 
Iowa as outlawed by lapse of time, 
or out of the SEC jurisdiction. 

Legal Points Raised. 

The irregularities charged by Il- 
linois Iowa were said to have oc- 
curred before 1935. Attorneys for 
North American, for North Amer- 
ican L. & P., and for Illinois Trac- 
tion, raised these legal points: That 
the SEC had no. jurisdiction over 
transactions occurring before the 
passage of the Federal Holding 
Company Act in 1935; that the 
SEC had no jurisdiction to award 
money judgments, such as those 
sought by the contending parties, 
and that the -transactions. com- 
plained of were more than six 
years old, and barred by the stat- 
ute of limitations. 

Counsel for Illinois Iowa main- 
tained in reply that the commis- 
sion had jurisdiction, and that his 
company was not guilty of delay, 
because it was prevented from act-| 
ing until recently by the domina- 
tion of North American L. & P, 

Testimony on Domination. 

The relations among the com- 
panies involved, and the asserted 
domination of Illinois Iowa Power, 
were aired by Harry E. Johnson 
of Decatur, Ill., an officer-and di- 
rector, past or present, of Illinois 
Iowa, Illinois Traction, and North 


American L. & P.. Johnson, tall}. | 


gray-haired, and quiet-voiced, in- 
troduced detailed exhibits show- 
ing ownership of stock and secur- 
ities as among the various com- 
panies. 

As far back as 1926, Johnson 
testified, Illinois Iowa was con- 
trolled by North American L. & P., 
or by a committee’ of representa- 
tives of that company, of the top 
North American Co. and of a Sam- 
uel Insull enterprise, the Middle 
West Utilities Co, 

Johnson verified minutes of 
meetings of the group, to show 
how Illinois Iowa plants were set 
up or discontinued, properties 
bought and sold, and other trans- 
actions conducted by orders of the 
controlling . group, without con- 
firmatory action by Illinois-Jowa 
itself. 

Would Draw in Top Firm. 

An effort was made by an at- 
torney for Mrs, Nellie D. Walters, 
of New York, a holder of North 
American L. & P. public preferred 
stock, to draw into the case the 
top holding company, North Amer- 
ican Co. That company, it was 
argued, should be held responsible 
to the extent of its involvement in 


the grievances charged by Illinois

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OPA ORDER STANDARDIZES 
WHOLESALE BEEF CUTTING 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1 (AP).— 
Moving toward the establishment 
of specific ceiling prices for beef 
sold by packers and wholesalers, 
the Office of Price Administration 
issued standards yesterday for the 
cutting of beef. 

It defined 19 so-called primal 
cuts into which a side of beef may 
be broken down for wholesale. It 
explained that the specifications 
were issued in advance of the maxi- 
mum price regulation for whole- 
sale beef cuts to enable the trade 
to become familiar with them. Aft- 
er the price regulation becomes ef- 
fective, beef sold at wholesale 
must be cut according to the speci- 
fications. 

The standardized cutting will not 
apply to sales at retail and will 
have little effect on purchases by 
the housewife, since the retail meat 
continue to butcher 
wholesale cuts into retail cuts by 
his custo mary method.

“(1) The management of 
American industry will permit 
nothing within their control to 
stand in the way of the ————— 
possible victory; 

“(2) The — —— of free 
enterprise be preserved intact 
except when modification for the 
duration of the war is essential 
for victory; 

“(3) Corrective measures be 
taken by appropriate executive or 
legislative action to end labor 
union practices which, by output 
restrictions, strikes or slow- 
downs, or ‘organizing activities 
as usual,’ cripple the war effort.” 

Referring to the output of Amer- 
ican industry since Pearl Harbor, 
Witherow said: “When military 
censorship is lifted ultimately, 
some of the ,production achieve- 
ments of this“war will amaze even 
those who have come to take the 
miracles of Ameritan manufactur- 
ing methods as a matter of course.” 

Industry After the War. 

Witherow said that so long as 
the war lasted the central govern- 
ment must take the responsibility 
for regimentation of physical and 
human resources and that “indi- 
vidual enterprise necessarily must 
take a back seat for the duration. 

“This regimentation,”: he said, 
“must not be mistaken as the basic 
source of efficiency in industrial 
management, even in the troubled 
times of war. These abilities and 
skills to produce have been devel- 
oped through the years, through 
generations, as result of free 
competition to meet the demands 
of .customers. They: are .now 
employed in the war effort, not 
only to provide the things that are 
needed to win the war, but to 


ble rate at the lowest possible ‘cost. 
“T call upon industry to. employ 
every available medium to break 
through this haze of uncertainty 


lthat obscures the outlook for the 
future and the true meaning of : 


free enterprise. I say that industry 
must counter with everything that 
yet remains in our hands the mis- 
use and the continuance of Gov- 
ernment. control after the war is 
over and after the necessity for it 
no longer exists. 

“This uncertainty as to the fu- 
ture must be eliminated if we are 
to build the glorious future for 
which we are staking our all at 
this moment.”

Work of the auditing department 
of the Board of Education is criti-- 
cised in a report prepared by the 
St. Louis accounting firm of Ernst

URING?WORLD WAR I we 

Sang a song, ‘Keep the Home 

Fires Burning.” The _ slogan 
this time is “Keep the Home Fires 
You are going to 
have to. Fuel oil will be curtailed 
on the Atlantic Seaboard and in 13 
Mid-Western states representing a 
population of 96,000,000. people. 
However, only about 13,000,000 oil 
burners exist in this area. 


The ‘advice to convert to coal 
and open wood grate fire is not 
very practical because most of the 
home owners that I have talked 
to who are burning fuel oil] .can’t 
find the grates for coal burning 
and some of them contributed these 
grates to the scrap drive before 
they knew what was going to hap- 
pen to them.

acre farm, tilled with a hoe. Be- 
cause of what he has done on it 
people around here call him the 


Champion farmer of Arkansas. He 


grows three crops a year, His vege- 
tables are the biggest and best and 
the first on the market. 

Henry used to be a big land- 
owner. At the close of the Civil 
War, before there was a homestead 
law, he “entered” a iot of land at 
$1.25 an acre. The more land he 
got the more he wanted. At one 
time he had 13 square 40s, It was 
too much. It worried him. He be- 
gan cutting it down. 

A tornado put hjm in the notion 
of getting out of the big-farmer 
class altogether. He had planted 
an orchard of 1000 trees. Along 
came the tornado and picked up 
his trees, all but 14 of them, and 
dumped them in a holler half a 
mile away. It all happened inside 
of 10 minutes. Things like that 
could happen to a man who had 
too much land. He got rid of all 
that he had and bought two acres 
out a little way from town. : 

That was 32 years ago. Henry 
has lived on his two acres ever 
since. He raised a family of 11 
children on it—raised them with 
his hoe, he says. Now he is an 
old man and alone. He will be 85 
on Dec. 10. But he is still carry- 
ing on and he is convinced, more 
than ever, that the small farm’s 
the thing that the country needs 
and is going to need worse than 
ever after the war is over. Inten- 
sive cultivation, that is the solu- 
tion of the farm problem, he says. 
That is, if there is a farm prob- 
lem. He has heard that there is 
one. As far as. he is concerned 
there isn’t any. He solved it when 
he moved on his two-acre farm. 

Lollar didn’t have much help in 
solving his problem. He calls him- 
self a self-made man. His ma 
died when he was 2 days old, His 
pa went off and joined up. with 
the Confederates and got himself 
killed at the Battle of Pea Ridge, 
up the road a piece. That was 
March 7, 1862. He has the Yan- 
kee bullet that killed him, brought 
back by one of his pa’s comrades. 
He brings it out and shows it with 
something like pride. His grand- 
pa died that same year. His grand- 
ma raised him. 

When the war was over his 
grandma owed $150 at the store. 
When’ Henry was just a little tad 
he paid off the debt by working 
for the store man. He went to 
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school two or three months in the 
middie of winter when he could 
spare the time and walked four 
miles to the school house. Yes, sir, 
says Henry, squaring his shoulders, 
he’s a self-made man. There 
doesn’t seem to be any argument 
about that. 

It’s downright amazing, says 
Henry, what a man with a hoe 
and two good arms and a strong 
back can do on two acres of 
ground. Providing, of course, that 
he also uses his head. That part 
is important. Getting three crops 
in a season calls for considerable 
thinking and precision planting. 

First off, very early in the 


‘dain’ nn ee 
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spring, he has a man plow his two 
acres. One spring, when he was 


’ feeling particularly strong after his 


winter’s rest, he spaded it, saving 
the plowing expense. He loses no 
time getting his lettuce going, for 
that is his important early crop, 
and his tomato plants out of the 
hot beds and into the ground. He 
raises not only the plants that he 
needs, but a lot more for the mar- 
ket, One spring he had. 104,000 
plants to sell. His early tomatoes 
are in equal demand. Onions, beets, 
cucumbers and carrots are planted 
along with the lettuce or as soon 
as it is possible.

“Tt opened the heart seven, which 
declarer let ride to his ace. He took 
the spade finesse to the queen, 
losing to my partner’s king. East, 
not having a heart, returned a low 
diamond; declarer duéked and my 
10 forced the ace. The spades 
were now run, ending with declar- 
er’s jack. On the last two rounds 
I had to discard two of my little 
hearts which, I hoped my partner 
would notice, were smaller than 
my opening lead. Now declarer 
took the club finesse and my part- 
ner let the queen hold. Apparent- 
ly believing that I must have the 
club king, declarer returned to his 
hand with the diamond to the king 
and led another club. When I did 
not come up with the king, declar- 
er hesitated and then played the 
ace. This is where my partner 
could have made me very happy 
by playing his king! Decldarer then 
would have been helpless; locked 
in dummy, he would have had to 
lead a club or a heart to my estab- 
lished four tricks. Instead, part- 
ner played low and a club con- 
tinuation put him on lead with the 
king. After he cashed his diamond 
trick, he gave up hope and the 
game, 

“Of course, East did not know 
for certain that Z had the club 
jack, but how else could he hope 
to set the contract except by estab- 
lishing an entry for my hearts 
through the unblock of the club 
king? 

“Needless to say, declarer never 
should have gotten into this fix. If 
he had let his setup spades alone, 
he would have had an entry to 
dummy, so he could take the club 
finesse a second time and get back 
to the clubs if it lost. 

“Please, Mr. Culbertson, should 
I apologize to these goofs?” 


No, I don’t think an apology is 
called for. It is quite true that 
declarer played, if not like a fish, 
at least like a noyice, and that 
East did nothing to capitalize his 
opponent’s errors. South’s great- 
est mistake occurred at the very 
first trick when he parted with his 
heart ace. He was correct to duck 
in dummy on the good chance that 
East would have to play a high 
honor, but when East put in the 
10, declarer should have held up 
the ace with the express hope of 
disrupting communications  be- 
tween the defenders. Obviously 
enough, had hé made this hold-up, 
he could have played the rest of 
the cards in comparative safety, 
since East had no heart to return.
